Le Luxembourgeois de la CIA 

Petite et grande histoire de l'espionnage (7) 


Au plus chaud de la 
guerre froide, Andre 
Mankel est recrute 
par la CIA. 

Il a ete repere par les Americains 
quelques annees plus tot, en 1954, 
lorsqu'avec ses deux comparses bei- 
ges, il se fait pincer par la douane 
pour une obscure histoire de 
contrebande de nickel entre 1'Est 
et 1 'Ouest. 

Par la suite, Mankel signalera 
aux Americains un contrebandier 
fran^ais qui lui propose de partici- 
per a un reseau de trafic d'opium 
entre la Chine et les Etats-Unis. 
Une denonciation qui perrnet a 
Mankel de servir de relais avec le 
bureau des narcotiques americain 
installe a Paris. 

En 1958, la CIA envisage de re- 
cruter Andre Mankel comme 
«agent provocateur». Il est alors 
decrit comme un contrebandier 
emerite depuis le debut des annees 
50. Il «a de nombreux contacts 
parmi les contrebandiers, la petite 
criminalite mats aussi aupres 
d'hommes d'affaires influents et legi- 
times», ecrit 1 'agent americain qui 
dresse un premier portait de Man- 
kel. Il est decrit comme ayant une 
capacite de reflexion rapide et sa- 
chant rester calme et sur de lui 
sous la pression. Un «candidat 
ideal» done pour «tester les activi- 
ty du KGB au Luxembourg». 

Andre Mankel est ne en 1917 a 
Luxembourg. Dans 1'entre-deux- 
guerres, ses parents quittent le 
Grand-Duche pour Paris ou le 
jeune Andre passe son bac. Il s'ins- 
crit ensuite a 1 'universite, en droit. 
Arrive la Seconde Guerre mon- 
diale et Andre tente de rejoindre 
l'Angleterre, sans succes. Il passe 
ainsi un temps dans le port de Col- 
lioure a la frontiere franco-espa- 
gnole ou il charge et decharge les 
bateaux. Il rejoint ensuite sa fa- 
mille installee a Chateaubriant 


pres de Nantes. Il s'engage dans la 
Resistance, d'abord dans le reseau 
de renseignement «Cahors-Astu- 
ries». Puis, avec son petit frere, il 
entre au maquis Sud-Loire. Tous 
deux sont designes pour assurer la 
jonction avec les troupes americai- 
nes en vue d'organiser la Libera- 
tion de Nantes. En aout 1944, 
apres le debarquement, les Mankel 
sont accroches par la Wehrmacht. 
Dans leur fuite a velo, le cadet est 
blesse, arrete, execute. 

Pendant la guerre, Andre perd 
egalement son pere, Gaston, qui 
sert d'interprete aux nazis. Lequel 
en profite pour transmettre des in- 
formations a la Resistance. Lors- 
que les Allemands decouvrent le 
pot aux roses, il est emprisonne. 
Une mauvaise infection a la tete 
lui vaudra d'etre libere mais l'em- 
portera deux jours apres sa sortie. 

Voyage au Congo 

Apres la guerre, Andre decide de 
rentrer au Luxembourg avec sa 
promise, une Fran^aise rencontree 
en Bretagne, cede qui sera son 
epouse et lui donnera trois enfants. 
Ils s'installent d'abord a Redange 
dans la rnaison familiale avant de 
demenager dans la capitale. C'est 
aussi la que commence la double 
vie d'Andre, un homme discret, 
taiseux. 

Il est done recrute par la CIA a 
la fin des annees 50. Sa premiere 
mission d'envergure se jouera au 
Congo. L'independance vient d'y 
etre declaree - en juin I960 - , le 
Katanga et le Sud-Kasai ont fait se- 
cession dans la foulee. Mais sur- 
tout, Patrice Lumumba, le Premier 
ministre congolais (jusqu'en sep- 
tembre 1960), a fait appel a 
1'Union sovietique. 

La CIA demande alors a Andre 
Mankel, son nom de code est de- 
sormais QJWIN, de renouveler 
son passeport, de se faire vacciner 
et d'acheter des habits pour un 
voyage en Afrique. Rendez-vous 
est pris a 1'hotel Carlton de Franc- 
fort pour un briefing. Un certain 


monsieur Black ira a sa rencontre 
et lui demandera s'il est le com- 
mer^ant du Luxembourg. Il devra 
repondre: « Oui je suis le represen- 
tant de l'Arbed». Au cours de cet 
entretien, debut novembre I960, 
monsieur Black, 
en realite 1 'agent 
de la CIA Oliver 
Altman, ne lui 
donne pas le but 
exact de sa mis- 
sion, mais 1 'in- 
forme qu'elle 
comprend «une 
grande part de 
risque person- 
nel. La CIA lui 
raconte qu'il y a 
des activites pro- 
sovietiques au sein de la cornrnu- 
naute corse du Congo. Il devra 
« identifier, evaluer et recomman- 
der des personnes fables et vives 
d'esprit que nous pourrons utiliser. 
Nous avons pense qu 'il serait mieux 
de taire nos exigences reelles et speci- 
fiques en attendant la decision fi- 
nale d'utiliser Mankel» , ecrit 
1'agent Harvey le lendemain de la 
rencontre. 

Le Luxembourgeois, lui, accepte 
d'aller a Leopoldville (aujourd'hui 
Kinshasa). Mi-novembre, il prend 
le vol Paris-Brazzaville et rejoint 
Leopoldville en bateau. Officielle- 
ment, il se rend au Congo pour 
vendre des distributeurs automati- 
ques de boissons. 

Du Congo, deux anecdotes sont 
rapportees. Mankel tornbe d'abord 
sur un autre «missionnaire de la 
CIA», nom de code WIROGUE. 
Ce dernier lui propose 300 dollars 
mensuels pour participer a un re- 
seau d'intelligence et devenir 
membre d'une «equipe d'execu- 
tion». Mankel refuse. WIRO- 
GUE lui dira meme qu'il travaille 
pour les services americains. Ce 
qui est d'ailleurs veridique. Dans 
un rapport, les responsables de la 
CIA s'inquietent du comporte- 
ment «en roue libre» de WIRO- 
GUE, incapable de tenir sa langue 


et de gerer ses finances. 

Second fait marquant: Mankel 
tente de recruter le major Djuro- 
vic, un pilote de 1 'armee yougoslave 
qui effectue des vols internes pour 
l'Onu. Il propose notamment au 
Yougoslave de 
rapatrier des dia- 
mants lors de son 
prochain retour 
en Europe. 
Mankel quitte fi- 
nalement le 

Congo a la mi- 
decembre. Le 

chef de la divi- 
sion responsable 
de QJWIN ecrit 
qu'il a ete envoye 
au Congo pour 
une «raison operationnelle extreme - 
ment sensible qui a ete remplie» . 

Cellule d'assassins 

La mission de Mankel s'inscrit 
sans aucun doute dans le plan de la 
CIA pour assassiner Lumumba. 
Lequel sera effectivement tue en 
janvier 1961 mais, apparemment, 
pas par les americains. Selon un 
rapport, 1'agent QJWIN avait ete 
recrute pour «une utilisation spe- 
cial au Congo (I'assassinat de Pa- 
trice Lumumba) qui devait etre me- 
nee par Justin 0'Donnell». Ce der- 
nier «a inspecte la scene [et] decide 
qu'il ne voulait pas participer a la 
tentative d'assassinat» . C'est lui 
qui, le 21 decembre, auto rise le re- 
tour de QJWIN au Luxembourg. 

Trois jours apres I'assassinat de 
Lumumba, Kennedy prend ses 
fonctions de 35 e president des 
Etats-Unis. Son administration 
exhorte Richard Bissel, directeur 
adjoint de la CIA, a creer ce qui 
sera baptise la «Executive action 
capability », une cellule dediee aux 
assassinats. Le projet est baptise 
ZRRIFLE. Les projets d'assassinat 
de Fidel Castro entrent dans ce 
schema. En haut lieu a la CIA, on 
autorise, dans ce cadre, l'utilisation 
de QJWIN. Finalement il ne sera 
jamais contacte, il existait simple - 


rnent un feu vert pour faire appel a 
ses services. Lesquels sont-ils? 

Andre Mankel n'est pas celui qui 
est prevu pour porter le coup fatal. 
S'il est qualifie de «principal 
agent» , son utilisation est logisti- 
que. La mission, dont peu connais- 
sent 1 'objectif reel, necessite bien 
une equipe qui arrive en amont et 
repart en aval, apres avoir fait le 
menage. Elle reconnait les lieux, 
loue les planques, prevoit des itine- 
raires, achete du materiel, recrute 
des agents. C'est sans doute 
comme 9 a qu'il faut apprehender 
le role de Mankel. Lequel se 
confirme dans sa mission suivante. 
Des janvier 1961, alors qu'il re- 
vient a peine du Congo, on le 
charge de recruter, a Milan, des 
gens «libres d'agir» mais qui ne 
doivent appartenir a aucune «or- 
ganisation». Ils doivent parler 
1 'italien et avoir acces a un passe- 
port italien. Mankel doit trouver 
trois ou quatre candidats mais ne 
pas pousser les investigations trop 
loin alin de ne pas griller sa couver- 
ture. Dans son rapport a la CIA, 
Mankel ecrit au sujet de sa seule 
recrue: « Je lui ai dit qu 'il travaille- 
rait pour le compte d'une impor- 
tante societe commerciale, desireuse 
de s'approprier certains documents 
commerciaux» . L'homme, un cer- 
tain Barletta, est representant pour 
une rnaison specialisee en cerami- 
que et fers forges. Il excelle surtout 
dans 1 'effraction de coffres-forts. 

La CIA est un peu deijue du 
voyage de Mankel. L'agence lui 
specifie que son installation a long 
terme au Congo, pourtant pro- 
mise, est reportee. On lui de- 
mande plutot, sous une nouvelle 
couverture, de s'installer a Baden- 
Baden. Il devient ainsi marchand 
d'art et tentera aussi d'ouvrir un 
magasin a Cologne en 1964. L'an- 
nee meme ou la CIA met fin au 
contrat de Mankel. Lequel conti- 
nuera de vivre a Luxembourg et de 
travailler comme independant 
jusqu'a sa mort en 1993.

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Mr. Madigan. Have you ever heard the term. Executive 
Action? 
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Mr. Maheu. I don't recall that I ever have.

Mr. Madigan. Please explain to the committee how your 
involveement in this project was terminated. How did it 
come about that you stopped doing what you were doing? 

Mr. Maheu. Well, I was not very happy about the project 
in the first place. I felt that I was building up my busi- 
ness, I had a good business going, the demands on behalf of 
the Hughes interests were increasing progressively. On the 
other hand, I felt that I had an obligation to my country, and 
I recognized the fact that the Agency had been good to me in 
the early stages of my business, with the financial assistance 
that they had given me. I did not want any money for the pro- 
ject itself. I was reimbursed to a minor degree for expenses, 
which in fact were incurred. And I was anxious to get back 
to my work. My recollection is that I phased out of the pro- 
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Mr. Baron. Wat the CIA connected in any way to the 
events that immediately led to Lumumba's death? 

Mr. Tweedy. None whatsoever. 

Mr. Baron. CIA was not involved in a plot to fly 
Lumumba from his previous place of imprisonment in Tysville 
out to Kutanga where the authorities were known to be so 
hostile to him that he would probably meet his death there? 

Mr. Tweedy. The fate of Lumumba in the end was purely 
an African event. 


Mr. Baron. At what point did you learn of Lumumba's 


death? 

Mr. Tweedy. I suspect probably about the time that the 
world did. No one had a beat on thiB. 

Mr. Baron. You had no advanced warning that Mobutu in- 
tended to fly Lumumba to Katanga? 

Mr. Tweedy. Not that I recall, and X am sure the cable 
traffic would reflect it if I had. 

Mr. Baron. Mr. Tweedy, do you recall an asset who was 
sent from Europe, where he had been recruited by 
to the Congo in the fall of 1960? 

Mr. Tweedy. I think Iwas reminded of this when I talked 
to you and Mr. Wides a couple or so months ago. 

Mr. Baron. This would be an asset who went by the 
cryptonym of QJWIN. 

Mr. Tweedy. So I was reminded then, which was a cryptonym 
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I didn't remember at all, whtrtii Z do remember quite a number 
of cryptonyms when reminded of them. 

Mr. Baron. Aside from the cryptonym, do you recall 
there was an asset who had been recruited by in 

Europe and who was sent to the Congo to perform some mission 
in November and December of 1960? 

Mr. Tweedy. I was generally reminded of it by that 
conversation with you and Mr. Hides but I will confess that 
my recollection doesn't go any further than that. 

But unlike some of the things I have been reminded 
of. I think recalled that asset of had he° n 

involved. That is just as about as deep as my recollection 
goes. 

Mr. Baron. Let me see if I can refresh your recollection, 
first, by relating to you the testimony of JUstin O'Donnell 
who said that he did make use of QJWIN in the Congo as 
a kind of "alter ego” of his, a general operative of his. 

Does that remind you at all of the nature of the 
mission that QJWIN had in the Congo? 

Mr. Tweedy. No, it doesn't. 

Mr. Baron. Have you heard the phrase executive ac- 
tion? 

Mr. Tweedy. In the newspapers. 

Mr. Baron. During your tenure as a CIA official you 
never heard the phrase executive action discussed as part of 
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intelligence by whatever means, yes, absolutely. 

Mr. Baron. Would it be surprising to you that QJWIN might 
have been used in some manner in connection with an assassina- 
tion plot against Lumumba and have been directed or supervised 
by William Harvey without your knowledge? 

Mr. Tweedy. It would have surprised me exceedingly and 
would today. To put it differently, I am sure it didn't occur. 

Mr. Baron. After reading this memo, you told me a 
moment ago that you thought this might indicate that QJWIN 
was being recruited for ZRRIFLE activities. 

Mr. Tweedy. Well, you mentioned ZRRIFLE, which frankly 
I hadn't heard before. This sounds as if he was going to 

have some kind of generic assignment. I merely put those 
two together but I know nothing about it at all. 

Mr. Baron. The dispatch says, "In view of the extreme 
sensitivity of the objective for which we want him to perform 
his task, he was not told precisely what we want him to do." 

Do you have any knowledge of what it was precisely that 
QJWIN was asked to do? 

Mr. Tweedy. I do not. 

Mr. Baron. Then, on page 3 of the dispatch it says: 

"The operation we have in mind is too sensitive 
to risk blowing it in this phase and the search for assets 
must be conducted with truly" — which is underscored -- 


'minimum risk" . 
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With him on these matter* whenever it seemed necessary by one 
or the other of ua. 

Mr. Baron. Returning to the cable of October 7th, I960, 
which you sent to the Chief of Station, the reference to a 
aenior caae officer who might be dispatched to the Congo, is that 
a reference to the fact that Bissell was conaidering dispatching 
Justin O'Donnell? 

• Tweedy. No other candidate, no other. I assume that 
is who it is. 

Mr. Baron. O’Donnell's account that he was asked by 
Bissell to go to the Congo to carry off the assassination of 
Lumumba would fit here? 

Mr. Tweedy. Sure. 

Mr. Baron. The third country national referred to in this 
cable and in other cables as someone you are considering 
dispatching to the Congo to help with the operation, would tha* 
be QJWIN or WIROGUH? 

Mr. Tweedy. As I told you before, definitely not WIROGur.

As he correctly pointed out, he hae do cpver job, now has a good salary, la known 
to the Gendarmerie in Luxembourg, and he foresees difficulty In explaining his 
work, source of Income, declaration of income tax, etc. We agree with his view- 
point, and this problem !• under active consideration. He cannot, of course, move ( ^ 
to Belgium with s sentence hanging over his head there. We are reluctant to move 
him to France since he was once convicted there, and application for s residence 
permit would result in a police files check with possible resultant and uodeslrablo' 
police attention to him. Furthermore, since a good deal of bis search activity has 
taken pises and will take place in France, we far prefer to have him reside else- 
where. Switzerland might be s possibility (except for tight police corlrola). but 
Germany appears to be a better possibility. If OJWltf does move to Leopoldville 

at the end of this year, he can probably survive the period in Luxembourg. If the 
move is to be postponed beyond the end of this year - and we shall tet you know as 
soon as this iti decided - he should be relocated. In the meantime,' please discuss 
the above possibilities with' him and let us know his ideas ou residence other than 
Luxembourg and on possible cover tor his residence elsewhere. 


5. During April 1961, QJWIN spotted some candidates in France. Two 
or three of these wilt have to be revisited by him for a second look at them, and to 
obtain data which he was not able to obtain during the first contsct without arousing 
suspicion on their part. We shall inform you and send pertinent details (by dispatch 
if time permits) when we desire that this be done. In the meantime, please Inform 
QTWIN that the need for his recontacting these people without undue delay is recog- 
nised and is on the front burner. 


6. With regard to funding QJW1N, it is requested that he be given his 

pay T travel money, operational money, and say other necessary funds in cash 
during personal contacts only. (We were disturbed to note In the report of his 
LCFLUTTER examination his statement that money was deposited to the Banque 
Internationale for him by the American Embassy. The deposit was pursuant to a 
request from Leopoldville, but the method .of deposit was counter to the maximum 
security we are trying to apply to our use of QJW1N. ). 


7. U is essential that from now on all traffic be handled as follows: 


(QJWIN Is still" the 
cryptonym for the person sod should be used in referrtng to him, but the slugging 
roust be as stated above to insure maximum security.).

SUBJECT: QJWIN 


1. Confirming our conversation of 26 June 1963, I make 
the following recommendations concerning the further handling 
and possible disposition of QJWIN: 

a. I believe the original purpose for which 
QJWIN was continued and sent to his present under- 
cover assignment is no longer of sufficient validity 
to justify the continuation of QJWIN beyond the 
termination of his present contract for this purpose 
alone. 

b. QJWIN, in my opinion, is a competent, usable 
agent who is capable of operating in certain circles 
in Europe where we have very few assets. Whether this 
is of sufficient worth to continue his services depends 
on the determination of how he can be used either by 
the German Station, pr^by th^i Austrian Station or by 
any other KUBARK ihiorma'irt' as a long term unofficial 
cover agent. He is not being used at the present time. 

He is being paid but he is on ice as far as any 
operational assignments are concerned. 

c. It is recommended that the present Chief of 
Station Luxembourg and RABNEY be consulted by 
Headquarters for their best recommendations as to 

the continued use of QJWIN. After these recommendations 
are received, I suggest that the German and Austrian 
stations be consulted for their possible interest in 
using him. If after these discussions a sensible 
framework for the operational use of QJWIN can be 
established, I would recommend we continue him. If 
not, I would recommend that he be terminated at the 
time his present contract expires. 

2. As far as the ZRRIFLE aspects of this operation 
which have been covered under the QJWIN authorization for 
security reasons and with which Fletcher M. KNIGHT is fully 
familiar as 1 orally advised you on 26 June 1963, except for 
one precautionary "life line", aspects of this case have 
been terminated and need -.a longer, except perhaps for minor 
accountings, be considereu as a part of thi^ project.

1. Confirming our conversation of 26 June 1963, I make 
the following recommendations concerning the further handling 
and possible disposition of QJWIN: 

a. I believe the original purpose for which 
QJWIN was continued and sent to his present under- 
cover assignment is no longer of sufficient validity 
to justify the continuation of QJWIN beyond the 
termination of his present contract for this purpose 
alone. 

b. QJWIN, in my opinion, is a competent, usable 
agent who is capable of operating in certain circles 
in Europe where we have very few assets. Whether this 
is of sufficient worth to continue his services depends 
on the determination of how he can be used either by 

.the German Station pr^. by thp_ Austrian Station or by 
any other KUBARK .informant' as a long term unofficial 
cover agent. He is not being used at the present time. 
He is being paid but he is on ice as far as any 
operational assignments are concerned. 

c. It is recommended that the present Chief of 
Station Luxembourg and RABNEY be consulted by 
Headquarters for their best recommendations as to 

the continued use of QJWIN. After these recommendations 
are received, I suggest that the German and Austrian 
stations be consulted for their possible interest in 
using him. If after these discussions a sensible 
framework for the operational use of Q JW IN can be 
established, I would recommend we continue him. If 
not, I would recommend that he be terminated at the 
time his present contract expires. 

2. As far as the ZRRIFLE aspects of this operation 
which have been covered under the QJW.IN authorization for 
security reasons and with which Fletcher M. KNIGHT is fully 
familiar as I orally advised you on 26 June 1963, except for 
one precautionary "life line", aspects of this case have 
been terminated and need no longer, except perhaps for minor 
accountings, be considered as a part of this project.

During September and October, 1980, QJWIN was temporarily 
in Leopoldville on an operational assignment ordered and 
approved by KUBARK Headquarters. During that time a Leopoldville 
station advanced to him 31600 in Belgian Congo franca. Sub- 
sequently, QJWIN accounted for $1240, leaving an outstanding 
balance of $3 GO. All reasonable efforts have been made to 
explain, this discrepancy without success. 1 do not bolleve , 

it is practical at this point to attempt to Investigate further 
to determine the reason why QJWIN accounting does not match 
the advance given him. All of our experience with QJWIN leads 
to the considered belief that the funds given him were meticulously 
expended for the operational purpose utilized. However, in view 
of the lapse of time it is hardly reasonable to expect hi* to 
reconstruct these transactions in detail at this point. In 
view of this, I recommend that this amount of $330 be written 
off on the basis of the following certification;

in question was used by this agent officially 
for the operational purposes for which the 
advance was given.

Committee on Assassinations (HSCA) (S) 


4. (S) Mr. Blakey observed that every organization 
has its formal, on-paper structure, but it also has a 
second, informal structure, which is the one that really 
determines how the organization works. He can understand 
CIA's formal organization, but the second one is more 
difficult for him to comprehend. Speaking of Bill Harvey, 
he asked whether I knew him. I said I did. This led 

to a discussion about how it could have happened that Harvey, 
as Chief, Division D, could have been engaged in operational 
activity which seemed to have nothing to do with Division D's 
responsibilities, as a service element of CIA. I said that 
when I came into the Agency in 1948, Harvey was already a 
very senior and respected officer: that in subsequent years 

he had a very close relationship with Mr. Helms, and if the 
latter had given Harvey some special assignment, Harvey could 
easily have carried it out in a compartmented way alongside 
his regular duties. I pointed out that since Division D 
itself was a compartmented activity, it would not surprise 
anyone if the Chief of the Division were handling personally 
an especially compartmented activity. Mr. Blakey wanted 
to know how Harvey could have gotten personnel and funds 
to carry out his assignment. I said he would probably 
borrow the personnel in the name of the Director, and he 
would get his funds in the regulation manner, probably from 
an account under the Director's control. But he might not 
need either: he might use people who would simply handle 

his needs in addition to their regular assignments. 

5. (S) Mr. Blakey asked me if I knew who QJWIN was. 

I said I of course knew the crypt from its appearance in 
the Rockefeller Commission Report, and that "QJ" was a 
digraph for a£^ fS ‘“Station source, agent or operation 
and I knew QJWIN was^ -- ^^ ~7Mr .

6. (S) Mr. Blakey asked what kind of files Division D 

kept, and I said they were all devoted to the operational 
activities of the Division: that, except for our own 

personnel, there were no files on individuals. Mr. Cornwell 
asked if Harvey had had any personal files and I said that 
if he had, he had not left them behind in Division D, and I 
doubted very much if he had left any behind when he left the 
Agency. The HSCA staffers had no farther questions.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD - . 

SUBJECT: Meeting with Mr. Burt Wides (Senate Staff Member) 


1 „ On the afternoon of 17 June 1975, Mr. John. Leader of the 
IG Staff visited Mr. Kennedy and asked that the undersigned be present. 

Mr. Leader said that Mr. Burt WIDES of the Senate Staff had asked to 
. see Mr. David Whipple and the undersigned. Apparently Mr. WIDES 
had read some old files relating to Africa and wanted to clear up some 
questions. According-to Mr. Leader the discussion would be informal. 

However, it was possible that subsequent discussions would, depending 
on what emerged from these discussions, would be before a larger Senate 
Staff Group. The files which Mr. WIDES read were WI ROGUE, OJWIN 
and one other (unknown). It was agreed that the undersigned would see 
! Mr. WIDES to see what he wanted, as WIROGUE/l was run by myself in 

the early 1960's. 

,2. At approximately 1615 hours the same day I met with Mr. WIDES. 

No other persons were present. Mr. WIDES explained that Mr. William 
Harvey had been asked by Mr. Bis sell to look into the feasibility of 
establishing an "executive action" capability within Staff "D", Aside ' 
from the allegations related to Mr. Harvey’s activities with relation to 
Fidel Castro, he, Mr. WIDES had noted that Mr. Harvey's Deputy, 

Justin O'Donnell had gone to the Belgian Congo and had handled an agent 
encrypted OJWIN. The asset had a similar background as WIROGUE/l 
and had on one occasion according to the files been approached by WIROGUE/l 
in Leopoldville with a proposition to establish what Mr. WIDES believes 
is an "execution squad." Moreover, there was a cable in the file' relating 
to the above which stated that "WIROGUE/l exceeded his authority" 
written by the undersigned and sent by Mr. Bronson Tweedy. Mr. WIDES 
went on to say that when he was reviewing a summary of the WLROGUE/i 
case he noted a statement that WIROGUE/l would be trained in small arms, 
demolition and "innoculation e " Mr. WIDES admitted that since he called 
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for me he had reread the summary and it was apparent that what was meant 
WIROGUE/l was to get innoculations o Nonetheless, although this may 
be the case he was interested in WIROGUE/l possible connection with 
QJWIN, WIROGUE/l 1 s training, handling and mission. 

3. Mr. WIDES said he knew, from the file that WIROGUE was 
originally trained for a SB mission, which was canceled, he had received 
training for that mission and later Messrs. £ . Ja nd Lester Houck 

had met with him and decided to pick him up for utilization in the Congo 0 
He also knew that I had handled him while in the U.S., met him in Frankfurt 
and briefed him prior to his dispatch to Leopoldville 0 .Also that while in 
the U.S. WIROGUE had undergone plastic surgery. Mr. WJDES asked 
specifically what training did WIROGUE receive and what was his mission. ' 

I told him that I had forgotten after thirteen years about his plastic surgery 
£ and this was done as an accommodation to WIROGUE. His 

training in small arms and demolition was just that and I accompanied him 
at the training site during the training. I met him in Frankfurt to brief him 
on his new documentation, namely backstopped£ J7 and .to take 

him to Switzerland, where a sum of money was deposited in a Swiss bank 
and a letter of credit was given to him whereby he could enter Leopoldville. 

Flis mission was to establish himself, namely by opening a£ jj&op 
using the letter of credit. He was to be available to the Station for para- 
military activities once he was established and the need arose. Unfortunately/ 
WIROGUE, being of a criminal persuasion took the opportunity of the chaos 
in the Congo to engage in money-making propositions for personal gain, 
didn't follow instructions and became a handling problem * The Station 
recognized in a short period of time that WIROGUE needed a full-time 
handler and didn't have the luxury of manpower to do so. He was eventually 
returned to the U.S. and terminated. As for the comment of "execution 
squads" I simply did not recall it but if he was contacting people 6n his 
own he probably did exceed his authority. Mr. WIDES asked if WIROGUE 
received "special handling" as opposed tc other agents. I replied that in 
a sense he did as WIROGUE was a stateless person who required careful 
supervision. On the other hand, Lester Houck was enamored with this 
type personality and wanted to ensure WIROGUE was kept happy. „ 

4 .Mr. WIDES than zeroed in on QJWIN, wanting to know if I knew the 
case, or that Justin O'Donnell was handling him and if so what was his 
mission. I told him that QJWIN meant nothing to me nor was I aware that 
O'Donnell handled him;as a matter of fact I do not recall O'Donnell being 
in the Congo. Upon probing I explained that 1 was net the Desk Officer 
for the Congo and was assigned to another section within the Branch, 

Only reason I was given the WIROGUE case was due to a decision by 
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Lester Houck who felt that a Case Officer having European experience 
have the case which I had. Mr. WIDES asked if L , 3 sa w all the 

WIROGUE traffic. I responded that as C 3 was responsible for 

the Congo, undoubtedly he did. He then asked if Messrs. Tweedy and 
Elouck would see it. Again affirmative. Mr. WIDES then reviewed the 
Lumumba arrest and subsequent assassination and asked if I knew if 
either QJWIN or WIROGUE were in any way involved . I replied in the 
negative. 

5. Mr, WIDES then harked back to the "innoculation" training. 

He explained that he has sworn statements that the use of biological 
warfare was contemplated in the Congo and wanted to know if WIROGUE 
was trained in these techniques. I stated categorically that to my know- 
ledge WIROGUE was never trained in these techniques, nor was I aware 
they existed or ever considered. Mr. WIDES assured me they did, however 
his interview was simply to see if there was a connection between QJWIN 
and WIROGUE and to clear up this little question of "innoculatiorr" which 
admittedly was resolved before the interview began, 

6. A final note, Mr. WIDES asked if Mr, Glenn Fields was Mr,. 
Tweedy's Deputy while I was in Africa Division, I said yes,. Then Mr. 
WIDES thanked me and said that the matter was closed.

According to statements by a senior CIA officer in 1967, made 
to the Inspector General, the Agency was instructed to develop a 
capability to conduct assassinations. Termed an "executive action 
capability, " such a project was initiated in 1961, apparently assuming 
an existing cryptonym, ZRRIFLE. At the request of the case officer 
(the same officer providing this information in 1967), a clandestine 
asset in Europe, QJWIN, was to be used in the project. The case 
officer understood that QJWIN had been considered in I960 for use 
in the assassination of Patrice Lumumba, but that the proposed 
operation was never carried out because the designated CIA case 
officer declined the assignment. 

The case officer in charge of ZRRIFLE also was involved in an 
operation to assassinate Fidel Castro, running from early 1962 to 
mid- 1963. However, QJWIN was not used in this effort, reliance 
being placed instead on a Cuban exile leader. QJWIN was never 
briefed on the Castro operation, according to the officer handling 
ZRRIFLE and the Castro operation. 

Records do show that QJWIN was dispatched to the Congo in 
I960, being there in November and December I960, prior to the 
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death of Lumumba at the hands of Congolese- However, there is no 


evidence to suggest that QJWIN was in any way involved in Lumumba's 


demise. The case officer who was the source of the information of 


the contemplated use of QJWIN in such an activity understood that he 
was never used in this manner. The following information reviews 
existing knowledge beyond that summarized above. 

A 13 October I960 dispatch fromf ^transmits notes to 
headquarters from one of the two officers who subsequently met 
QJWIN in Luxembourg. The notes list the names of police officials 
and criminal elements and allude to the possibilities of finding safe- 
crackers and document-suppliers. 

QJWIN was met in Luxembourg on 19 and 20 October I960 by 
two Agency officers and was asked if he would undertake a trip to 
Afri'ca, presumably Dakar. (The appropriate dispatch, dated 
2 November I960, lists only Luxembourg and C 3 as addressees.) 
He was not given the true objective of his mission because of its 
extreme sensitivity and pending a final decision to use him. Instead, 
he was told that the Soviets were operating in Africa among nationality 
groups, specifically Corsicans, and he was being asked to spot, 
assess, and recommend some dependable, quick-witted persons for 
our use. He agreed to go on the trip. On 2 November QJWIN was 
met in Frankfurt by an Agency officer, and he accepted an offer to 






an individual picked for such a sensitive and dangerous assignment 
would be burdened with other chores or assignments immediately 
thereafter. 

Lumumba was still alive, albeit under arrest, as of the middle 
of January 1961, and it seems clear that QJWIN had left the Congo 
in December I960. A 19 December cable to Leopoldville authorizes 
his return to Luxembourg on 21 December and instructs Luxembourg 
to pay him 1000 dollars for December salary, which is the final 
payment for his services on this operation. Also, headquarters v/as 
working out the details of a Congo assignment. An 11 January 1961 
headquarters memorandum, which refers to T/A's dated 21 December 
I960, states that the referenced amounts were given to QJWIN by the 
Chief of Station, Luxembourg. This suggests that QJWIN was in 
Luxembourg on or before 21 December. 

Subsequently, it appears that QJWIN operated in Europe trying 
to spot and assess individuals whom the Agency could use in safe- 
cracking operations, in line with one of the principal missions of 
FI/D. A 24 May 1962 cable to Luxembourg mentions that a decision 
was made to keep him in Europe and that the Leopoldville assignment 
had been cancelled. A transfer to Baden-Baden is deemed a good 
choice. Also, a 24 April 1964 disptach from Luxembourg, which 
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headquarters division for whom he worked was concerned, inter 
alia, with obtaining foreign cipher and code books, and it is reasonable 
to conclude that QJWIN's primary and exclusive responsibility was to 
find individuals who could do this kind of job. One of the officers who 
first met QJWIN in Luxembourg was on a trip overseas to find safe- 
crackers and document-suppliers.

The case officer in charge of ZRRIFLE also was involved in an 
operation to assa33inatc Fidel Castro, running from early 1962 to 
mid- 1963. However, QJWIN was not used in this effort, reliance 
being placed instead on a Cuban exile leader. QJWIN was never 
briefed on the Castro operation, according to the officer handling 
ZRRIFLE and the Castro operation. 

Records do show that QJWIN was dispatched to the Congo in 
I960, being there in November and December I960, prior to the 
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death of Lumumba at the hands of ilongolcse. However* there is no 
evidence to suggest that QJWIN was in any way involved in Lumumba’s 
demise. The case officer who was the source of the information of 
the contemplated use of QJWIN in such an activity understood that he 
was never used in this manner. The following information reviews 
existing knowledge beyond that summarised above. 

A 13 October I960 dispatch fron^^^^Htransmits notes to 
headquarters from one of the two officers who subsequently met 



QJWIN in Luxembourg. The notes list the names of police officials 
and criminal elements and allude to the possibilities of finding safe- 
crackers and document- suppliers. 

QJWIN was met in Luxembourg on 19 and 2p October I960 by 
two Agency officers and was asked if he would undertake a trip to 
Africa, presumably Dakar. (The appropriate dispatch, dated 
2 November I960, lists only! 


is addressees. ) 

He was not given the true objective of his mission because of its 
extreme sensitivity and pending a final decision to use him. Instead, 
he was told that the Soviets were operating in Africa among nationality 
groups, specifically Corsicans, and he was being asked to spot, 
assess, and recommend some dependable, quick-witted persons for 
our use. He agreed to go on the trip. On 2 November QJWIN was 
met in Frankfurt by an Agency officer, and he accepted an offer to 
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headquarters division for whom he worked was concerned, inter 
alia, with obtaining foreign cipher and code books, and it is reasonable 
to conclude that QJWIN's primary and exclusive responsibility was to 
find individuals who could do this kind of job. One of the officers who 
first met QJWIN in Luxembourg was on a trip overseas to find safe* 
crackers and document-suppliers. The 14 December I960 cable 
mentions keeping him clean and using him in Dakar and possibly Milan, 
which was specifically mentioned in the 13 October dispatch as offering 
good possibilities for finding safecrackers and document-suppliers. 
Further, good tradecraft practices would dictate that the last thing 
that would keep an individual clean would be involvement in an 
assassination plot. Although the Chief of Fl/D coincidentally was 
later assigned responsibility for the Castro operation, there is 
no evidence to suggest that he was privy to assassination plots prior 
to his briefing in late 1961. 

While QJWIN was considered for use in the “executive action 
capability", there is no information available to suggest that he had 
ever been approached in this regard, much less used in any of the 
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300 donars per month to 
participate in an intelligence net and to be a member of an "execution 
squad. " When QJWIN said that he was not interested, W1ROGUE 
added that there would be bonuses for special jobs. The cable 
mentioned in paragraph 6 that the Station was concerned with the free 
wheeling of WIROGUE, his lack of security, his inability to handle 
finances, and his unwillingness to follow instructions. The Station 
was willing to keep him on probation, but believed hisTecall would 
be the best solution. A suggested alternative was to put him in 
Stanleyville to try to obtain immediate intelligence on that area. 

In an attempt to reconstruct events, Africa Division was apprised 
of the above and was asked to search its records in an attempt to 
clarify what WIROGUE was up to in the Congo and his reference to an 
"execution squad. " The research did not clarify the matter to any 
great extent, although some assumptions can be made on the basi3 of 
circumstantial evidence. On 19 September I960, two members of 
Africa Division met with WIROGUE to discuss an operational assign- 
ment in that division. In connection with the assignment, he was to 
be trained in demolitions, small arms, .and. medical immunization. 

In October I960, a cable to Leopoldville stated that he was being 
prepared for a deep cover assignment to arrive Leopoldville late 



the latter on 14 December with an o.fe'r'of 




He departed Leopoldville in July because 

he had run into difficulty obtaining a residence permit, and his CIA 

contract was terminated in September 1961. 

Africa Division believes that WIROGUE was recruited for hi# 

Congo assignment because of his third country national background 

• ■ 

in order to establish a support mechanism in Leopoldville. At the 
time the Congo was in chaos, we had few assets there, and the 
likelihood existed that the political situation would degenerate 
quickly. The Station possibly also wanted to have a latent paramilitary 
capability. An October 1964 assessment of WIROGUE indicates little 
flap potential with him since he knew little about the Agency. He spent 
most of his time trying to develop contacts and was not directly involved 
in any particular operation. 
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The "executive action capability" that the Agency was .asked to 
develop apparently assisted an existing cryptociyn, ZRRIFLE. The four 
ZRRIFLE files, the cmiy ones we have teen able to locate, deal in the 
main with the activities of a clandestine asset in Europe, QJhlN, who 
was responsible for spotting and assessing individuals whom the Agency 
could use as safecrackers to obtain foreign codes and ciphers. According 
to statements made to the Inspector General in 1907 by a senior CIA 
officer, who was the Chief of FI/D in 19ol and later became intimately 
involved in the "executive action capability," he had planned to use 
QJh'IN as part of this capability hut never did. There are a few references 
in the files that might be construed as a connection with this activity, 
but they are so cryptic that, without additional information it would be 
difficult to tie them together. Otherwise, the files deal only with 
assignments for QJh'IN in cable traffic and dispatches, administrative and 
financial records, and name traccs/personality sketches. 


There is no evidence in the files to refute the statement of QJWIN's 
case officer that he had never been used as part of the "executive action 
capability." It seems quite clear from the files that QJWIN was primarily 
involved in spotting and assessing foreigners for use by the .Agency. 


The first mention of the ZRRIFLE crypt onyn appears in a 24 May 1961 
memo from the Chief, FI/D to the Cable Secretariat and states that "two 
copies of all traffic bearing the ZRRIFU: indicator are to be delivered 
in a sealed envelope directly to Chief, FI/P." No other distribution was 
to be nvide without his specific approval. The last paragraph states that 
the above was personally approved by the DDP. 

The files also contain a handwritten, undated memo stating that 
"the purpose of Project ZRRIFLE is to spot, develop, and use agent assets 
for Division D operations The objective of the project is the procure- 

ment of code and cipher materials, and information concerning such 
materials in accordance with requirements levied on the Clandestine 

Sen-ices, primarily by the National Security Agency QJWIN is under 

written contract as a principal agent, with the primary task of spotting 
agent ennd idates. ..." 

It appears that the Chief, FI/D decided to conceal the "executive 
action capability" under the ZRRIFLE crypt onyn when he was assigned res- 
ponsibility for developing this activity. Further, the virtual absence 
of any written material on this subject suggests that activities dealing 
with the "executive action capability" were not intended to be committed 
to writing.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 



SUBJECT: Discussion with Mr. Raymond Rocca 



1. I spoke with Ray Rocca for about an hour during the 
morning of 16 April 1975 on his review of files to ascertain 
whether they indicated that anyone did or did not tell the 
Warren Commission about ZRRIFLE or the Castro operation. I 
asked Ray when he expected to complete his paper on the subject 
and whether it would be feasible for me to do my own review of 
the files. 

2. Ray told me that, first of all, he was unfamiliar with 
the cryptonyms, ZRRIFLE and MONCOOSE, until a few weeks ago when 
they were mentioned to him by Eloise Page. Further, there was 
no mention of either of them in the files with which he was 
familiar. He does not plan to produce a paper on what he finds 
in the files, but he is scheduled to brief David Belin orally 

on his findings next Tuesday morning. 

3, Ray had no objection to my reviewing the files, but 
he did point out that the files were voluminous and that the 
exercise would be fruitless. A machine print-out of the titles 
involved in the files listed 1,418 individual items and, needless 
to say, many of the items contained numerous pages. The items are 
located in some 60 separate volumes. These represent tee Harvey 
Oswald's 201 files, Warren Commission matters, and related 
documents. 

4, David Bolin and one of his staff assistants reviewed the 
machine print-out and asked for and were given specific items to 
read on their own. Subsequently, they asked Ray to read these 
same items with a view to answering the following three questions: 

a. Did Castro have any knowledge or information 
about ZRRIFLE ; 

b. Did Oswald have any Cuban contacts or relation- 
ships that are not a matter of record; and 

c. Did anyone tell the Warren Commission about 
ZRRIFLE? 





Ray is in the process of reading the appropriate items and 
expects to be ready to brief Dclin next Tuesday morning. He will 
not produce a paper unless he is asked to.

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8. J.C. King. He was Chief of the WH Division 
and was listed in the IG report as being witting of the plan. 
In 1967 he denied knowledge of it. 

9. Justin O'Donnell. Mentioned on page 38 of the 
report# O'Donnell was to have been in charge of the assassi- 
nation of Patrice Lamumba by agent QJWIN; however, he surveyed 
the scene and decided he wanted no part in an assassination 
attempt. 


10. He was Harvey's deputy in 1962 

and was listed on page 55 as having been witting of Phase II. 
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11. Lawrence Houston. First mentioned on page 62 
of the report. He was requested by Colonel Edwards to call 
on an Assistant Attorney General to explain the bugging incidenjt 
in Las Vegas. It appears from the IG report that Houston was 
witting of aspects of Phase I which led up to the wiretapping 
Incident. On May 7, 1962, Houston, along with Sheffield 
Edwards, briefed Attorney General Kennedy on the Phase I 
operation. y 

12. General Carter. Carter was DDCI under John 
McCone. In April, 1962, he was briefed by Houston on Phase I. 

He said he "understood" the situation and "in due time might 
brief the Director, Mr. McCone." However, the 1967 report 
states, "There is no indication that General Carter was 
further briefed on the full details of the assassination plot 
against Castro." 

13. Robert A. Maheu. Maheu, of course, was the 
private investigator who served as the Agency's contact with 
Roselli during Phase I. 

14. Edward P. Morgan. He was Maheu' s attorney in 
1966 when the CIA intervened with the Long committee. He 
excused Maheu as a witness in its investigation of invasions 
of privacy. According to the IG report, Maheu indicated that 
he might brief his attorney Morgan fully about his past acti- 
vities so that Morgan would be able to decide how best to 
represent him.

accounting* for travel and operational funds, we do not wish to hold him to a rigid 
accounting for every cent (for one reason, this would 4 entail his making detailed 
financial notes as he move s about, in itself a potential breach of security). It will 
suffice if be provides you with whatever supporting documents are normally avail* 
able to him (such as hotel bills), if he gives you a general accounting for the use 
of funds, and if you are satisfied that the funds were used properly. Cur experi- 
ences with him so far have provided no indications of i ideas* of funds. 

4. During the discussion with QJW1N on 2 May, he raised two problems 
in the event of postponement of hi* movs to Leopoldville: 

a. When it is decided to move him, he wouldapp -eciate our timing 
the move, if possible, to enable hla children to complete their then current school 
term in Luxembourg and to register for the next following term in Leopoldville. 
Please inform him that this desire will be given the fullest possible consideration. 

b. If he is to remain in Europe for any length of time at our behest, 
as he now will per reference, he should move out of Luxembourg with his family. 

Aa he correctly pointed out, he has no cover job. now has a good salary, is known 
to the Gendarmerie in Luxembourg, and he foresees difficulty in explaining his 
work, source of income, declaration of income tax, etc. We agree with his view- 
point, and this probtem is under active consideration. He cannot, of course, move! 
to Belgium with a sentence hanging over his head there. We are reluctant to move 
him to France since he was once convicted there, and application for a residence 
permit would result in a police files check with possible resultant and undesirable 
police attention to him. Furthermore, since a good deal of hi* search activity has 
taken place and will take place In France, we far prefer to have him reside else- 
where. Switzerland might be a possibility (except for tight police cortrols), but 
Germany appears to be a better possibility. If QJWIN does move to Leopoldville 

at the end of this year, he can probably survive the perio'd in Luxembourg. If the 
move is to be postponed beyond the end of this year - and we shall let you know as 
soon at this iu decided - he should be relocated. In the meantime, 4 please discuss 
the above possibilities with him and let us know his ideas on residence other than 
Luxembourg and on possible cover for his residence elsewhere. 

5. During April 1961, OJWLN spotted some candidates in France. Two 
or three of these will have to be revisited by him for a second took at them, and to 
obtain data which he was not able to obtain during the first contact without arousing 
suspicion on their part. We shall inform you and send pertinent details (by dispatch 
If time permits) when we desire that this be done. In the meantime, plsase inform 
QJWJN that the need for his recontacting these people without undue delay is recog- 
nixed and is on the front burner. 

6. With regard to funding QJW1N, it is requested that he be given his 
pay, travel money, operational money, and any other necessary funds in cash 
during personal contacts only. (We were disturbed to note in the report of his 
LCFLUTTER examination his statement that money was deposited to ths Basque 
Internationale for him by the American Embassy. The deposit was pursuant to a 
request from Leopoldville, but the method .of deposit was counter to the maximum 
security we are trying to apply to our use of QJWIN. ). 

7. It is essential that from now on all traffic be handled as follows:

The "executive action capability" that the Agency was asked to 
develop apparently assumed an existing cryptonym, ZRRIFLE. The four 
ZRRIFLE files, the only ones we have been able to locate, deal in the 
main with the activities of a clandestine asset in Europe, QJWIN , who 
was responsible for spotting and assessing individuals whom the Agency 
could use as safecrackers to obtain foreign codes and ciphers. According 
to statements made to the Inspector General in 1967 by a senior CIA 
officer, who was the Chief of FI/D in 1961 and later became intimately 
involved in the "executive action capability," he had planned to use 
QJWIN as part of this capability but never did. There are a few references 
in the files that might be construed as a connection with this activity, 
but they are so cryptic that, without additional information it would be 
difficult to tie them together. Otherwise, the files deal only with 
assignments for QJWIN in cable traffic and dispatches, administrative and 
financial records, and name traces/personality sketches. 

There is no evidence in the files to refute the statement of QJWIN 1 s 
case officer that he had never been used as part of the "executive action 
capability."

The first mention of the ZRRIFLE cryptonym appears in a 24 May 1961 
memo from the Chief, FI/D to the Cable Secretariat and states that "two 
copies of all traffic bearing the ZRRIFLE indicator are to be delivered 
in a sealed envelope directly to Chief, FI/D." No other distribution was 
to be made without his specific approval. The last paragraph states that 
the above was personally approved by the DDP. 

The files also contain a handwritten, undated memo stating that
